A neatly packaged street and 
drainage improvement plan for 155 
acres of San Raiael tidelands be­ 
tween Francisco boulevard and the 
bay won the resounding approval 
of the city council last night. 
Eugene K. Sturgis, Berkeley at­ 
torney, presented the plan, which 
will be financed entirely by the 
property owmers involved, with no 
cost to the city.

The Assembly passed its version 
of ’the budget last week. 
The prison cuts mostly involved 
about 50 Jobs the Corrections De­ 
partment 
had 
asked. Of 
these, 
seven 
are 
existing 
positions 
at 
San Quentin. 
A subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Hugh Burns (D-Fresno) noted the 
department expects San Quentin’s 
inmate population to drop by 444 
in the next year but seeks 22 more 
staff members. 
Richard McGee, corrections di­ 
rector, argued that the prison has 
been overcrowded and operating 
with short staff. Even with the 
proposed additions, he said, it will 
only be catching up on the person­ 
nel needed.

Inquart, as chancellor. 
M iklas refused to sign the An­ 
schluss decrees united Austria with 
Germany and resigned as president 
M arch 13, 1938, the day the Nazi 
arm ies entered his country. 
A fter he quit the presidency, he 
lived in retirement.

WASHINGTON (U.R>—FBI Di­ 
rector J. Edgar Hoover -had harsh 
words today for “softheaded” par­ 
ents who fail to teach their chil­ 
dren “respect for God, the law and 
others.” 
Hoover blamed them for the 
nation’s postwar crime wave which 
he feels “is essentially a youth 
problem.” 
Children need playgrounds, youth 
agencies and organizations like 
the Boy Scouts, Hoover told a 
House appropriations subcommit­ 
tee. But “no one of these can take 
t^ie place of the mother and father 
conscious of their responsibility to 
inculcate in youth respect for God, 
the law, and others.” 
“That is what is lacking today,” 
he said. 
The nation’s chief law enforce­ 
ment officer told the subcommittee

in closed-door testimony, published 
last ngiht, that while the postwar 
crime wave has shown signs of 
slacking off slightly, it still is 
critical, particularly among youths. 
He gave figures showing an 
estimated 2.255,000 major crimes 
were committed in 1955—half of 
one per cent less than in 1954. 
This was the first drop since 1947. 
But he noted that during the 
first half of last year, for which 
records are complete, a major 
crime was committed every 13.9 
seconds. Every 4.2 minutes there 
was a crime of murder, man­ 
slaughter, rape or assault with 
intent to kill. 
Hoover termed the cost of 
crime "startling.” He said it cost 
20 billion dollars a year, or an 
average of $477 for every family 
in the nation. 
Although only 16 per cent of 
those arrested in 1954 were under 
21, he said, that age group ac­ 
counted for 51 per cent of all 
crimes against property that year. 
Hoover was particularly bitter 
about Juvenile crime and what he 
called the failure of parents to 
exercise their responsibility. 
He said parents should be held 
legally and financially responsible 
for misdeeds of their children. In 
communities where this has been 
adopted, he said Juvenile delin­ 
quency has decreased. 


Colorado U. 
'Greeks' Must 
Desegregate 
BOULDER, Colo. (A*) — Social 
fraternities and sororities at the 
University of Colorado must abol­ 
ish national restrictions on “race, 
color or religion” by Sept. 1, 1962, 
or be placed on probation without 
privileges of rushing or initiating 
new members. 
The school’s board of regents 
adopted the policy after a day 
long hearing, despite contentions 
by fraternity representatives that 
it would mean all national organi­ 
zations would withdraw from the 
campus. 
The vote was 4-2. Democratic 
members favored the proposal and 
two Republicans opposed it. 
President Ward Darley, who had 
urged a somewhat similar pro­ 
posal, said about 2,000 of the 9,000 
students at the university , are 
members of social fraternities or 
sororities. There are 24 frater­ 
nities and 16 sororities here, all 
with national affiliations. 
University spokesmen said only 
seven of the fraternities and none 
of the sororities actually have re­ 
strictive clauses in their constitu­ 
tions.

Rev. A. W. Wilson, Negro Bap­ 
tist minister, testified the as­ 
sociation was formed “to improve 
the general status” of Montgom­ 
ery Negroes and “see better treat­ 
ment of them.”

Tormy when the clock showed 10:21 a.m., 
- Spring arrived across the nation. In another 
* 12 days, April will be here and the outdoor 
7 season in Marin will be well launched. 


T his is the season of the year to which we 
always look forward. Ahead of us are long, 
warm evenings, picnics in the mountains, at 
the beach or by our lakes, camping trips 
with our children, and fishing expeditions 
along the edge of clear, quiet w aters. 


Yet with the prospect of days in the woods, 
of hiking across our grass-covered hills and 
squatting around a campfire, comes a cer­ 
tain uneasiness. 


As we hiked through the woods last year 
we noticed long, blackened spikes which 
• once were trees. 
Those grass-coveted hills 
: were blackened by ashes not many days after 
we had enjoyed their softness and their color. 


Last summer wt read about tremendous 


forest fires which raced over thousands of 


acres of brush and timber, burning homes, 


ranches and everything in their paths. 
We 
were shocked, but dismissed them as some­ 
thing that happened to someone else, some­ 
thing that couldn’t happen here. 


We were not only wrong; we were short- 
memoried as well. 
Take just one example. 
It was just a little over 10 years ago when 
a man-made fire swept out of Carson Canyon 
and over the hill, for three days threatening 
to engulf the town of Stinson Reach. Before 
it was extinguished, 19,000 acres had been 
burned over. 
And that was not the first time the area 
had been hit by fire. In 1924 a similar blaze 
blackened about the same area. The results 
of both fires are still visible today (see 
photo). There are still the spear-like trunks 
of the huge trees, killed by the fire 32 years 
ago. And brush is just now growing back 
over much of the area which was completely, 
denuded by the flames of 10 years ago. 
Today a huge lake, Kent Lake, formed 
behind the new Peters Dam, winds placidly 
up that narrow canyon. 
It is a symbol of 
man’s efforts to conserve a natural resource; 
just as the black skeleton trees along its 
banks are symbols of man’s carelessness. 
This year as we picnic, motor, walk, or 
camp in the county's numerous spots of 
beauty, we intend to take every precaution 
against starting a destructive fire. We hope 
you will too. 


No Room For Pessimism 
Although there has been some slackening 
from the torrid economic pace set in the 
United States last year, a United Press sur­ 
vey shows that business leaders on the Pacific 
Coast are anything but pessimistic about 
1956. 
T he annual report of the Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Company for 1955 
reveals that the demand for telephone serv­ 
ice is so great that the company expects to 
spend about ?400 million to keep up with 
this demand. 
S. Clark Beise, president of Bank of 
America, predicted to the United Press that 
"we will move ahead steadily and prove our­ 
selves able to compensate” for soft spots in 
the economy. Boise also said that "the spend­ 
ing of large sums of money by business and 
industry for plant enlargement and mod-

ernization will stimulate production effort.” 
Industrialist Henry Kaiser declared that 
"substantial expansions” are being planned 
by his concerns and that "all the basic in­ 
dustries in which we are engaged — alu­ 
minum, 
steel,

products, chemicals, refractories, etc. — can 
count on high production and heavy de­ 
mand in 1956.” 
The UP survey quoted Walter F. Loomis, 
head of the Loomis Armored Car Service 
as looking for the latter half of 1956 to be 
stronger than the first half. Loomis figures 
that the current slow down in auto sales and 
production will cause car manufacturers to 
speed up production of their 1957 models to 
stimulate sales later this year. 
Well, doesn’t look like much room for 
pessimism.

teachers pay high for their re­ 
tirem ent benefits, unlike other 
governmental, state, and private 
industry retirem ent plans. We 
do not get social security; we 
would like to have it but we are 
not eligible.

WASHINGTON—Only twice in 
our history has the 
Supreme 
Court been the target of as bold, 
as concompromising, as purpose­ 
ful an attack as comes from the 
manifesto of 19 Southern Sena­ 
tors and 81 Southern Congress­ 
men seeking to nullify the court’s 
decision on desegregation in the 
public schools. 


The substance and intent 
of the manifesto have a par­ 
allel in the efforts which 
were made in Congress and 
by state courts to immobilize 
the court in the years pre­ 
ceding the Civil War. Then, 
as now, the court was exori- . 
ated by those who disliked 
its decisions. 


The other analogy is more re­ 
cent. In 1937 after the court’s 
decision in the Schecter-N.R.A. 
case which President Roosevelt 
did not like, he criticized the ju­ 
diciary as being as out-of-date 
as the “horse and buggy.” Mr. 
Roosevelt then threw a t Con­ 
gress legislation designed to make 
the supreme bench subordinate 
to the President. This was the 
famous—the infamous — court- 
packing bill which would have 
forced the resignation of sever­ 
al Justices or would have perm it­ 
ted the President to appoint ad­ 
ditional Justices to help them 
make “b etter” decisions. 
On this historic issue three 
Southern Senators were on the 
other side of the trenches. They 
rallied and led the crusade to 
rescue the Supreme Court from 
subordination to the executive 
branch of the government. 


TODAY THE SOUTHERN Sen­ 
ators and Congressmen are rally­ 
ing and leading; a crusade de­ 
signed to underm ine the author­ 
ity of the court as the ultim ate 
adjudicator of the Constitution. 
This tim e it is they who dis­ 
like an opinion of the Supreme 
Court, though it be unanimous, 
and wish to substitute their ad­ 
judication of the Constitution for 
th a t of the court itself. 
I t is worth noting th a t the 
Southern manifesto does not as­ 
sume to deal with the principle 
and propriety of racial segrega­ 
tion in the public schools. It fo­ 
cuses its argum ent upon the law 
of the land, the Constitution, and 
asserts th a t the Supreme Court’s 
verdict is invalid and should be 
resisted. 
Let us assume, for purposes of 
the argum ent, th at the court 
could well be wrong. It has re­ 
versed itself in the past; it may 
well reverse itself again—and on 
this very issue. B ut when citi­ 
zens or states or Congressmen 
or Presidents are in disagree­ 
m ent as to the meaning of the

Constitution, who is to decide— 
the complainants or the court? 
Is the nation to take the verdict 
of 19 Senators or 81 Congress­ 
men in place of the verdict of the 
Supreme Court? 
Having seen the Supreme C ourt 
rescued from subordination to a 
President, are we now to allow 
the court to be made subordinate 
—by some of its former rescuers 
—to others who dissent from Its 
opinion? 


THIS MANIFESTO, like a law­ 
yer’s brief, cites precedent and 
makes legal arguments to ad ­ 
vance its case. The files of the 
Supreme Court are rightly filled 
with lawyers’ briefs, but are we 
to accept the lawyers’ briefs in 
place of the verdicts of the court? 
The Senators who drafted the 
manifesto repudiated the Juris­ 
diction of the* court on the ques­ 
tion of racial segregation in the 
public schools. But they do not 
question, and others who feel as 
they do did not at the time ques­ 
tion, the jurisdiction of the court 
when in 1849 it ruled on an as­ 
pect of segregation in the public 
schools and upheld the doctrine 
of “separate and equal” schools. 
If the court was exercising 
proper jurisdiction in finding th a t 
“separate but equal” doctrine was 
compatible with the Fourteenth 
Amendment, it is exercising prop­ 
er jurisdiction in reversing th a t 
finding. We may or may not ap­ 
prove the reversal, but it has 
the same sanctity of law as the 
previous ruling unless we are to 
embrace the doctrine th a t we 
need only support the court when 
we like w hat it does. 


THERE IS ONE WAY the Su­ 
preme Court can be legally re­ 
versed by a power outside Itself. 
The manifesto bespeaks resist­ 
ance to the Supreme Court deci­ 
sion "by any lawful means.” T hat 
Is good. The manifesto bespeaks 
respect for “change by am end­ 
m ent.” T hat is good. 


SINCE the Supreme Court ha* 
unanim ously ruled th a t racial 
segregation is Incompatible with 
the Constitution, why shouldn’t 
the 19 Senators and 81 Congress­ 
men and others who wish, subm it 
an am endm ent stipulating th at 
“separate but equal” schools are 
compatible with the C onstitu­ 
tion? T hat way would lie orderly 
government. T hat way would lie 
respect for the Supreme Court 
which we cannot expect others to 
obey if we are going to reserve 
for ourselves the right to disobey. 
T h at way would lie “change by 
am endm ent" 
or 
rejection 
of 
change by amendment—a lawful 
referendum on the decision of 
the Supreme Court itself.

Breath-Holder Keast Tells Of 


New World Underwater Record 


T he M arin medic who on Sunday held his breath under 
water longer than anyone else in history—10 minutes 58.9 
seconds—says he’s pretty sure he can improve that world record, 
but isn’t going to try unless someone else comes along and 
tops it. 
“The only time I ’ll try to stay 
under longer is when someone 
breaks my record—then I ’ll do it,” 
says R obert Keast, M.D., aged 34, 
of 53 G lenaire drive, San Rafael. 
In case you missed the papers, 
Dr. Bob easily beat two other 
established records at the Marin 
Rod and Gun Club’s Sports Show 
in San Rafael. They were 6 m in­ 
utes, 29H seconds set in 1917 by 
a Frenchm an and 8 mins., 3% 
seconds set last week by James 
Ray Jordan in San Diego. 
Keast, who in just short of 11 
m inutes on Sunday became the 
envy of every garbage man in the 
country, said he could have stayed 
under a t least another 30 seconds. 
“I wasn’t even tired, but I thought 
I passed 11 minutes and I knew 
my wife was worrying so I came 
up,” he explained. “No, I'm not 
going to try that anymore unless 
I have to defend the record. It’s 
not much fun and my wife doesn't 
go for this sort of stuff,” frowned 
the father of three children. 
“I should say not,” interrupted 
Bob’s missus, Doris. “I feel like a 
m an whose wife is having her first 
baby when he tries th a t!” 
W hy can Keast hold his breath 
longer th an you and I? 
“Well,’ he starts out, “there are 
a t least three im portant factors. 
First, I have a six-liter lung ca­ 
pacity, 
more 
than the 
average 
person. I developed it by doing a 
lot of underw ater swimming—I've 
been a member of the M arin Skin 
Divers Club since November, 1954. 
(H e’s president.) 
“Other members of the club 
have the same vital capacity, 
but there are other things to 
tatee Inin consideration. Second­ 
ly I have an average of 19 to 
20 grams of hemoglobin in my 
blood while the average person 
has 15 grams. In other words 
I’m not anemic—quite the op­ 
posite. This allows me to carry 
more carbon dioxide and 1 can 
hold my breath longer. It’s not 
a matter of needing air that 
makes you breathe, but rather 
the amount of carbon dioxide 
that builds up and must be let 
out.” 
Dr. K east describes himself as 
“lightly built” and says he has an 
edge over more m uscular persons 
“because muscles require more nu­ 
tritio n.” 
Sunday was only the third time 
the “iron lung” tried his equa- 
thon. L ast year a t the Sports Show 
he stayed under six m inutes and 
S aturday night he was under for 
8 m ins. 20 secs. “I didn’t know 
th ere was a record until I read it 
In th e paper last week, so I de­ 
cided to try and break it, 
he 
pointed out. 
Dr. Keast actually started his 
breath-holding hobby four year, 
ago in a Salt Lake City hos­ 
pital as a medical experiment, 
too complicated for this breath­ 
less scribe to describe.

The state D epartm ent of Fish and Game, which only recently 
extricated itself from a hot frying pan in the m atter of trout lim it 
reductions, will be forced to jum p right into the fire next m onth. 
T h at’s when the departm ent wiir take a stand on deer manage 
m ent and either way it goes it 
will run into loud complaints. 
The 
difficult 
but 
somewhat 
blameless hot spot will develop for 
the D epartm ent when it makes its 
recommendations to the Fish and 
Game Commission for this year’s 
deer hunting season. The D epart­ 
m ent is expected to propose a 
limited 
hunter’s 
choice 
hunt— 
probably for the last three days of 
the season in most areas. 
The opposition will come from 
the legion of sportsmen who think 
it’s wrong to kill female deer. De­ 
spite statistics from other states 
and the constant w arning of bio­ 
logists th at either sex shooting is 
the only sensible type of deer 
management, this group of sports­ 
men has clung tenaciously to its 
position. 
The Department, which long 
has advocated controlling the 
1,200,000 deer by killing some 
females, believes the majority 
of sportsmen now are on its side. 
For this reason, if it electa to 
stand pat for another reason, 
retaining the buck-only regu­ 
lations, the hue and cry from 
the converted sportsmen would 
be Just as loud as th a t from the 
simon pure buck hunters. 
The 
reasons 
deer 
should 
be 
managed by either sex hunting 
have been recited by biologists 
and game m anagem ent men, over 
and over again. However, a recent 
article by A. Starker Leopold, zoo­ 
logist with the University of Cali­ 
fornia. adds some further amm uni­ 
tion. His conclusions, if not entire­ 
ly new, tell the story in a differ­ 
ent way. 
Leopold says th at deer on a good 
range will have a higher death 
rate than those on a poor range. 
On ranges th at have been improv­ 
ed by controlled bum s and reseed­ 
ing, up to 60 deer per square mile 
can be supported. 
“The better range is stabilized 
a t a higher density, but since more 
deer are born,’ more m ust die to 
keep the herd at the lim it imposed 
by the supply of food. Thus on 


the poorer range the annual tu rn ­ 
over rate (th e number of deaths 
replaced by births) is about 30 per 
100, while on the better range it 
is 40 per cent or more,” Leopold 
says. 
The percentage of harvest in 
C alifornia runs between four and 
nine per cent, which means th at 
more th an 20 per cent of deer on 
poor ranges m ust die from natural 
causes, and more than 30 per cent 
on good ranges. This is another 
way of. stating the argum ent th a t 
California hunters could harvest 
up to 40 per cent of deer herds 
w ithout endangering the balance 
T ranslated to the estim ated 
population of California deer, 
this would mean between 360,000 
and 480,000 deer could be killed 
each year without doing much 
more th an offsetting the normal 
death rate. The kill actually 
am ounts to about 75,000 in good 
seasons. 
N aturally, a harvest of 40 per 
cent of the deer population would 
necessitate killing does and fawns 
Leopold say s. Another 6tep in good 
m anagem ent would be m ainten 
ance of ranges in a condition of 
maximum productivity. He points 
out th a t forage conditions for the 
deer can be improved w ith only 
slight 
modifications in 
forestry 
practices and in cattle grazing 
The D epartm ent has been carry 
ing on a limited program of burn 
ing and, of course, nature has 
been going even further. The losses 
in forest fires ran into millions of 
dollars but deer ranges generally 
benefitted. 
Also, the D epartm ent purchased 
some 
43,000 
acres 
in 
Teham a 
County as a winter range for the 
huge herd which summers in Mt. 
Lassen Volcanic National Park. 
However, 
the 
D epartm ent 
has 
draw n about as much criticism in 
the project as it has considered 
leasing the property for cattle and 
sheep 
grazing 
in 
the 
spring 
m onths. 


Fagan Insists 
Majors Must 
Move To Coast 


SAN BRUNO (U.PJ—Paul (Fabu­ 
lous) Fagan, the man who tried, 
but failed, to convince the W est 
Coast ball club owners they should 
be playing m ajor league baseball, 
still believes he was right. 


As the Pacific Coast League pre­ 
pares to go to the post again, 
Fagan still thinks th at San F ran ­ 
cisco and Los Angeles, at least, 
should be playing in the majors. 


“They’ve got to make the m a­ 
jors a national organization,” says 
Fagan. "It has to come. It doesn’t 
make sense having the so called 
majors just in the East. T hat’s not 
the way the population is distrib­ 
uted any more.” 


Fagan is living a life of ease 
these days. All he has to worry 
about is w hether his many cor- 
portations are returning a reason­ 
able profit. 


He was a t the Tanforan race­ 
track the other day—completely 
relaxed compared with the h a­ 
rassed m an who owned the San 
Francisco Seals for a number of 
years. 


“Guess I wasn’t cut out for th at 
business,” he smiles. “You have 
to have a thick hide to take all 
the criticism th at is aimed \ t a 
club owner. I can laugh at it now. 
But it was no laughing m atter a 
few years ago.” 


T hat was when the Seals were 
finishing in the second division, 
attendance was dwindling to noth­ 
ing, and Fagan kept hollering th at 
m ajor league ball should be in the 
two big California cities. 


It was Fagan’s contention th at 
San Francisco and Los Angeles 
supported m ajor league football, 
major league opera and other top­ 
flight 
productions—so 
why 
not 
baseball? 


You’ve got to have a m ajor 
production to present,” he con­ 
tends. “And you’ve got to have 
home ownership—so the fans can 
have some one to applaud or to 
blame.” 


It was Fagan who first broached 
the subject of m ajor league base­ 
ball this w ay—and ‘his continued 
demands finally led the m ajors to 
their present place, where they at 
least adm it th a t the m ajor leagues 
should be in the West, and th a t 
there is a good chance th a t this f 
may come about within the next 
five years. 


But Fagan hasn’t any idea about 
getting back into the game—de­ 
spite the fact he still owns Seals 
Stadium, a plant he values at 
better than $1,500,000. 


“Not only that,” he added. “I 
don’t expect to get into any other 
sports business, such as racing. 
I owned a race horse once—but 
I didn’t like the criticism from 
m;’ friends when they bet on my 
horse and lost.

NICOSIA, Cypru* (U.R) — Hun­ 
dreds of flag-waving Turkish Cyp­ 
riots swarmed through the streets 
of Nicosia today, sm ashing Oreek 
shop windows and shouting for 
revenge against G reek Cypriots. 
They ran head-on Into a tear 
gas barrage by B ritish security 
forces 
trying 
to 
avert 
bloody 
Island-wide clashes between Turk­ 
ish and Greek residents. 
The mob, shouting “We want re­ 
venge,” was stirred up by eye­ 
witness reports of a clash between 
Turkish and Greek Cypriots In the 
northern coastal tow n of Vassllia 
yesterday. 
The reporta said 36 persons were 
Injured, many of them Turkish 
women and children beaten by 
Greek villagers In retaliation for 
a Turkish stone-throw ing barrage. 
Violence today erupted In Met- 
axas Square after the Turks had 
marched to the Greek section. 
Windows of a t least two Greek- 
owned shops were smashed. Other 
Greek shopowners, obviously an­ 
ticipating the violence, had their 
windows shuttered. 
The mob spotted a Greek photo­ 
grapher taking pictures of the 
demonstration. They beat him to 
the ground and sm ashed his cam­ 
era. 
Two Greek reporters were 
chased into a cife where they 
barricaded themselves. 
The mob then turned toward the 
Turkish consulate but B r i t i s h 
troops 
armed 
with. Sten 
guns 
blocked the way and turned it 
back. A Turkish leader had sched­ 
uled a speech there. 


U.S. Reaction Favorable 
To Disarmament Plan 


LONDON (JP) — First American 
reaction appeared 
generally fa­ 
vorable today to a comprehensive 
disarmament plan 
subm itted by 
Britain and France. 
The detailed plan, 
which was 
not made ‘public, was being stu­ 
died by the United States, Can­ 
ada and the Soviet Union. It was 
presented at the opening yester­ 
day of new talks here by the five- 
nation 
UN. 
Disarmament sub­ 
committee. 
Harold Stassen, head of the U.S. 
delegation, made it clear th at the 
United States had several reserva­ 
tions about the plan, 
but 
the 
American group seemed generally 
friendly toward It. The delegation 
referred the proposals to W ash­ 
ington. 
The Soviet delegation expressed 
no opinion on the B ritish-French 
plan. First Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei A. Gromyko listened 
and said he needed time for a 
careful study. 
The British-French proposal re­ 
portedly combines 
the most ac­ 
ceptable suggestions presented by 
both the East and W est in years 
of negotiations. It sets out to limit 
conventional arms and arm ies and 
future production of nuclear weap­ 
ons. It also would provide a global 
system of control and inspection. 
Stassen read 
President Eisen­ 
hower’s 
letter 
on 
disarm am ent 
sent to 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
Nikolai 
Bulganin early this 
m onth and 
told the 
meeting the letter re­ 
mains the basis of the U. S. atti­

Prem ier Georgl M. Malenkov says 
the present Kremlin command has 
“cleaned up” Russia and th at a 
Stalin dictatorship can never rise 
again in his homeland. 
Malenkov, now Soviet minister of 
power stations, was a dinner guest 
of Labor members of Parliam ent 
last night and was reported to 
have given his views on the Soviet 
situation in a tw o-hour question 
and answer period. 
Richard Crossman, one of the 
hosts, told reporters Malenkov “re­ 
peatedly said, ‘We have cleaned 
up Russia.’ ” 
“He tried to im p r e s s on us that 
we need not worry,” Crossman 
said, “that they had stopped dic­ 
tatorship. T hat they had stopped 
the wicked things. 
“He said very, very clearly It 
could not happen again, th at col­ 
lective government now has been 
firmly established and th at dic­ 
tatorship could not return. 
“I cannot say how many of us 
he convinced,” Crossman added, 
“but he certainly tried hard.” 
Sidney Silverman, another La- 
borite who attendecf the dinner, 
said 
Malenkov told 
the group, 
“Collective leadership is now estab­ 
lished, along with the right to 
dissent outside the collective lead­ 
ership without being branded a 
traitor to the leadership and party 
and people.” 
“We did not ask him about his 
association with S talin or his posi­ 
tion in the Soviet hierarchy now,” 


Silverman said, “but he gave us 
the impression he did not like 
Stalin.” 
Malenkov succeeded to the pre­ 
miership 
after 
Stalin’s 
death. 
Since he resigned from th a t post 
last year, confessing inability to 
do the job, there has been con­ 
siderable 
speculation about the 
security of his position in the 
Kremlin lineup. 
Malenkov now is visiting B ritain 
as head of a delegation of Soviet 
power industry experts. 
In Moscow, the public campaign 
to deflate the Stalin status con­ 
tinued w ith two first deputy pre­ 
miers of the Soviet Union adding

Teen-agers don’t need stim ulants. 
Heavens knows they get high 
enough without them. Nor do they 
need sedatives. They can sleep 
without help. But our wilder teen­ 
agers use ’em Just the same. Stim ­ 
ulants and sedatives are a serious 
problem in some circles. 
Have you ever seen a “capsule 
party?’’ I hope not. Usually they 
are small affairs. Two or three cou­ 
ples attend. They take one or two 
barbiturate capsules each. Then 
they bring some alcohol. Their in­ 
toxication lasts ror hours. Often 
they add to the internal confu­ 
sion by taking a stim ulant. Usual­ 
ly they use benzedrine. The stim ­ 
ulants and the sedatives do not 
cancel each other. They produce 
an insane jag. Anything can hap­ 
pen. 
Doctors used to say modern cap­ 
sule drugs were not dangerous. 
They said “dependencies” might 
develop, but not “additions.” Now 
they’re admitting tney were too 
optimistic. It takes a little time, 
but some of the people using them 
can become addicts. W hen they 
try to stop they have symptoms 
similar to those of true narcotic 
addicts. 
Thirteen and 14-year-old girls 
become prostitutes to get the mon­ 
ey to buy their capsules. Boys be­ 
come thieves. 
Where do they get their stim u­ 


lants and sedatives? Sometimes 
from peddlers. Sometimes from 
doctors’ offices, or family medicine 
cupboards. Sometimes they buy 
them from drug companies. They 
order them by mail. They sign 
their letters as though they were 
doctors. A few of the less respon­ 
sible companies don’t check on the 
authenticity of the signatures. 
You should do two things. First: 
Keep track of your own kids. If 
they’re playing around with stim ­ 
ulants and sedatives move in, vio­ 
lently. Don’t let it continue. Sec­ 
ond: Let your representatives in 
Congress know you favor much 
stricter federal laws regarding the 
darned things. Their sale should 
be more carefully controlled.

To Novato Post Office Layout 
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City Pension Plan 
May Be On Ballot 


Construction is expected to start 
early in April on a new post of­ 
fice building in Novato which is to 
go into operation on July 1, ac­ 
cording to developer Herbert Dohe- 
mann, former long-time San Ra­ 
fael car dealer. 
He said the Post Office Depart­ 
ment has agreed on the building 
location on the east side of First 
street between Vallejo and Olive 
streets, the building layout and the 
lease agreement. This was con­ 
firmed by Novato Postmaster 
James Morris. 
Dohemann’s tentative plans and 
general layout were approved re­ 
luctantly y e s t e r d a y by Marin 
County Planning Commission. 
Planners Dr. William Upton and 
Chairman Lloyd Rasmussen both 
expressed regret that the Post Of­ 
fice Department had approved the 
plans, which they said would re­ 
sult in “cramped parking and 
movement of vehicles.” 
However, attorney Roderick Mar- 
tinelli said that the Post Office 
Department had an option to lease 
space at the rear fronting on 
Highway 101, and now occupied by 
Ames Ford used car lot. “If ex­ 
pansion becomes necessary, they 
can do it,” he said. 
The new building is to have an 
estimated 6.280 square feet of 
space, triple the 2.088 square feet 
of space in the old building at 
Vallejo and Mason streets. Seven 
street parking spaces are planned 
at the site and eight off-street 
spaces will be provided. 
Exterior style of the new build­ 
ing has not been designed and the 
cost has not been estimated, ac­ 
cording to Dohemann, but he said 
he is asking for contractors’ bids.

Attorney Wally Myers, w ho 
wielded a hatchet to stop a ditch- 
digger last month and then fol­ 
lowed up with a court victory, met 
his defeat last night before the 
San Rafael City Council. 
Attorney Leonard Thomas, rep­ 
resenting the opposing party, got 
the city to condemn a five-foot 
strip for the sewer line for William 
M. and Grayse B. Leary of 8 Voix 
way. This means that the Learys 
will get a sewer line through a 
roadway which th e neighbors, 
Frank and Bertha Merz, vigorous­ 
ly opposed. 
The day after Washington’s 
birthday, Myers, representing the 
Merzes, chopped a hose on a trench 
digger to stop the Learys from go­ 
ing ahead with the digging.

Council Refuses 
To Order Cabs 


To Use Meters 
Yellow Cab Co. of San Rafael 
wants the city council to order 
meters installed in all taxis in the 
city, but the council decided it 
sees no compelling reason for 
doing so. 
City fathers asked the Yellow 
Cab Co. and its attorney, A. Law­ 
rence Burbank, to present specific 
reasons why the city should force 
all taxi operators to install meters. 
Said Councilman John Mclnnis, 
“If Yellow Cab wants meters, okay. 
Have them go right ahead and put 
them in. But why should we re­ 
quire all to have meters?” Mayor 
Edward Culver and other council­ 
men agreed that they should avoid 
controlling rates, since they have 
avoided setting rates on other 
services such as garbage collection. 
Attorney Burbank pointed out 
that meters have these advan­ 
tages: The passenger pays and 
sees that he pays for the distance, 
the operator has a record of all 
fares, and the meter system is 
fairer than the zone method. 
Councilman Fred Jensen was the 
only member of the council who 
said he sees a definite need for 
meters. He said individual drivers 
have abused the fares, and meters 
are a needed protection for pas­ 
sengers. 
But the other four councilmen 
said they see no reason “why we 
should sit up here and tell you 
how to run your business. “W ith­ 
out more information g i v i n g 
strong reasons in s u p p o r t of 
meters, the councilmen said they 
are not prepared to tell taxi op­ 
erators what to do.

A pension plan for San Rafael 
city employees may be on the June 
ballot for public decision. 
San Rafael councilmen last night 
told the City Employees Assn. to 
get detailed cost figures and go 
ahead with plans for a retirement 
system to see if the measure can 
be readied in time for the June 
5 primaries. 
City Manager Wilber Smith gave 
rough estimates showing that the 
city would contribute about $8,000 
to cover prior service of present 
employees and $12,000 to cover 
the retirement system hereafter. 
This means about $20,000 to be 
paid annually by the city. 
The employees would contribute 
about $11,000 per year from their 
paychecks. A general tax rate of 
seven miiis would raise $20,000 per 
year, the city manager estimated. 
Francis Rodgers, president of 


An illustrated newspaper series 
on the history of Marin County, 
beginning with the founding of 
San Rafael Mission Arcángel in 
1817, will be presented in month­ 
ly installments by the Bank of 
San Rafael. The first in the ser­ 
ies appeared on the last page of 
the Independent-Journal yester­ 
day. 
A1 Nieri, public relations officer 
of the bank, and his assistant, Don 
Chapman, conceived the idea as 
a public service to acquaint resi­ 
dents with the historical high­ 
lights of the county since the time 
of Mexican rule. 
The Bank of San Rafael plans 
to cover one topic each month, 
more or less chronologically. “This 
could go on for three years as far 
as I am concerned," said Nieri, 
pointing out that Marin is rich in 
historical background such as 
China Camp, state parks and rec­ 
reation facilities, Guide Dogs for 
the Blind and countless other 
phases of life and activities. 
The series will gradually bring 
the history of Marin to the cur­ 
rent era, “and then we can cover 
the interesting things that are 
ge*ng on today,” Nieri said. 
He i_ contacting the Marin 
County Historical Society and li­ 
braries, both public and private, 
for authentic information for the 
series. 


the San Rafael City Employees 
Assn., asked the council’s backing 
before employees go ahead with 
plans. 
City fathers gave the green light. 
Mayor Edward Culver asked the 
employees, city clerk, city man­ 
ager and city attorney to see if the 
time schedule can be met to put 
the measure on the June ballot. 
The mayor said his only hesi­ 
tancy in putting the m atter on 
the ballot would be that if the 
voters should turn it down, it 
would be embarrassing to the 
council if it were to institute a 
pension plan later on. But other 
members of the council said they 
are confident the public would 
vote for it. Even if the people 
were to vote it down, they would 
be opposing the tax rate increase 
and not the pension plan as such, 
said Councilman Charles Aby. 


“This is Marin County” series 
was l a u n c h e d , appropriately 
enough, with the San Rafael Mis­ 
sion, from which the county seat 
got its name. An artist’s concep­ 
tion of the mission as it existed 
in 1817 is contrasted with the mis­ 
sion today, at the intersection of 
Fifth avenue and A street. 
The mission was founded on 
Dec. 14, 1817 by the Franciscan 
Order. Spanish Governor Sola sug­ 
gested transferring a part of the 
San Francisco mission population 
because of the inability of the In­ 
dians to withstand the cold and 
fog of San Francisco. San Rafael 
Mission Arcángel resulted. 
After the “decree of seculariza­ 
tion” by the Mexican Government, 
the extensive wheatlands. orchards 
and vineyards were seized. The 
friars and Indians fled, leaving the 
mission chapel and buildings to 
crumble away. The restored mis­ 
sion today is a part of St. Raph­ 
ael’s Church. Two of the original 
three mission bells plus a few 
pieces of adobe still remain.

A sign of North Marin's continu­ 
ing growth was evidenced last 
night when Novato Sanitary Dis­ 
trict directors approved the map» 
of five new subdivisions whose 
total population may run well over 
1,000 persons. 
Subdivision units and the num­ 
ber of lots in each: M & S (Meyer 
& Schilling) subdivision, Seventh 
street, Novato, from 40 to 50 homes. 
West Ridge Units 1 and 2, South 
Novato boulevard, 200 homes; Lyn­ 
wood Park Unit 6, South Novato 
boulevard, 18 lots; Rancho Village, 
South Novato boulevard, 88 lots; 
Forest Park Unit 3, South Novato 
boulevard, around 40 home». 
The board considered plans for 
80-home Millwood Terrace pro­ 
posed for Wilson avenue and Mill 
road. They directed that the tract's 
sewer line be run down Wilson 
avenue, then crossed over to Mc- 
Clay road to meet the existing line. 
Subdivider Frank Aitken had re­ 
quested it be run down Wilson, 
avenue all the way. 
The sanitary district received a 
letter from Rep. Hubert Scudder 
with reference to the sanitary dis­ 
trict’s repeated efforts to pres­ 
sure the Air Force into granting 
a much-debated sewer line through 
Hamilton Field. Scudder’s letter, 
written before a side controversy 
was discussed in newsprint last 
week, noted that he had received 
a clipping from the Independent- 
Journal which reported “pressure" 
being exerted on the congressman. 
Scudder said the problem should 
be solved on a basis of "need and 
equity, not on political pressure. 
I believe the Air Force is now using 
every means to expedite this mat­ 
ter.” 
The sanitary board also direct­ 
ed Manager A1 Tresch to obtain 
cost estimates on mechanical sew­ 
er cleaning equipment.

He succeeded in 1952, entering 
the United States, briefly visiting 
his mother and joining the staff 
of the San Rafael Military Acad­ 
emy.

Powers called the new freeway 
another “marker of progress” but

He pointed out that there were 
only four million cars in California 
in 1947, when the state embarked 
upon its current highway building 
program. Now, he declared, there 
are nearly eight million cars, with 
highway problems compounding as 
a result.

Then Durkee urged all Californ­

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Senate Unit 
Would Chop 
Quentin Jobs 
SACRAMENTO (ZP) — Adminis­ 
tration requests for $25.426,376 to 
run California's prisons next year 
were chopped by $309,000 today 
by the Senate Finance Committee 
as it sped action to move Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight’s 1956-57 state 
budget to the floor. 
T. H. Mugford, finance depart­ 
ment budget chief, estimated the 
committee had more than three- 
fourths of the budget reviewed 
Sen. J. Howard Williams (R-Por- 
terville), 
committee 
chairman, 
scheduled overtime meetings in 
hopes of getting the record 1.7 bil­ 
lion-dollar spending program be­ 
fore the House within the next 
day or two. 
The Assembly passed its version 
of *the budget last week. 
The prison cuts mostly involved 
about 50 jobs the Corrections De­ 
partm ent had asked. Of these, 
seven are existing positions at 
San Quentin. 
A subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Hugh Burns (D-Fresno) noted the 
department expects San Quentin’s 
inmate population to drop by 444 
in the next year but seeks 22 more 
staff members. 
Richard McGee, corrections di­ 
rector, argued that the prison has 
been overcrowded and operating 
with short staff. Even with the 
proposed additions, he said, It will 
only be catching up on the person­ 
nel needed. 


Fears of Marin City tenants 
that redevelopment would be in 
terms of public housing rental 
units only were quieted last night 
at a Marin City Tenants Council 
meeting. 
Harnam Dillon, chairman, said 
a 
“big 
misunderstanding" 
had 
arisen due to publicity given to 
discussions by the Marin County 
Housing Authority on developing 
a portion of Marin City as rental 
apartments. 
The housing authority has met 
writh total disinterest from private 
contractors regarding rental unit 
construction. The commission has 
talked over the possibility of build­ 
ing a limited number of units to 
house the county’s welfare cases 
and 
seasonal 
workers 
or 
low- 
income families not able to pur­ 
chase homes. These would be op­ 
erated similarly to the present 
Marin City rentals, but would 
comprise only a portion of total 
redeveloped acreage. 
The housing authority, mean­ 
while, is sending three representa­ 
tives to Washington, D.C., next 
week to try to achieve a reduction 
in the federal pricetag on Marin 
City so that individual home sites 
will cost less than $3,300 each 
when developed. 
On the latter issue, the tenants 
council is working “in concert,” 
Dillon said, to seek support from 
groups and individuals so that the 
delegation will have strong local 
support. Various council members 
have undertaken a share of the 
letter-writing chore. 
A long-standing vacancy on the 
tenants council was filled 
last 
night with the appointment of C. 
J. Williams, non-voting represen­ 
tative from 
the 
Marin County 
Chapter of the National Assn. for 
the Advancement of C o l o r e d 
People. Williams was runnerup to 
successful 
candidates in recent 
council «lections.

Claassen. Aircraft in the Air De­ 
fense Command (including Ham­ 
ilton but not nearby Travis AFB) 
are now prevented from flying 
supersonic flights, by directive of 
ADC headquarters. 
And a new Air Force regulation, 
published last summer, stipulates 
that all supersonic flights over 
land be flown at 30,000 feet or 
more and those over water be 
flown at 10,000 feet or more. Nor­ 
mally. it was explained, planes 
must fly under 20.000 feet to create 
a blast comparable to those th at 
shook the Bay Area last year.

FBI Boss Blames Teen 


Crime Wave On Parents 


WASHINGTON 
(U.F)—■'FBI Di­ 
rector J. Edgar Hoover had harsh 
words today for “softheaded” par­ 
ents who fail to teach their chil­ 
dren “respect for God, the law and 
others.” 


Hoover blamed them for the 
nation’s postwar crime wave which 
he feels “is essentially a youth 
problem.” 
Children need playgrounds, youth 
agencies and organizations like 
the Boy Scouts, Hoover told a 
House appropriations subcommit­ 
tee. But “no one of these can take 
the place of the mother and father 
conscious of their responsibility to 
inculcate in youth respect for God, 
the law, and others.” 
“That Is what is lacking today,” 
he said. 
The nation’s chief law enforce­ 
ment officer told the subcommittee 


Atlanta Imposes 
Teen-Age Curfew 


ATLANTA (IP) — Police have 
slapped a midnight curfew on At­ 
lanta teen-agers under 18 In an 
effort to halt juvenile delinquency.

jation into Juvenile problems by 
,he Fulton County grand jury and

in closed-door testimony, published 
last ngiht, that while the postwar 
crime wave has shown signs of 
slacking off slightly, it still is 
critical, particularly among youths. 


He gave 
figures showing an 
estimated 2,255,000 major crimes 
were committed in 1955—half of 
one per cent less than in 1954. 
This was the first drop since 1947. 
But he noted th at during the 
first half of last year, for which 
records are complete, a major 
crime was committed every 13.9 
seconds. Every 4.2 minutes there 
was a crime of murder, m an­ 
slaughter, rape or assault with 
intent to kill.

crime “startling.” He said it cost 
20 billion dollars a year, or an 
average of $477 for every family 
in the nation. 
Although only 16 per cent of 
those arrested in 1954 were under 
21, he said, th a t age group ac­ 
counted for 51 per cent of all 
crimes against property that year. 
Hoover was particularly bitter 
about Juvenile crime and what he 
called the failure of parents to 
exercise their responsibility. 
He said parents should be held 
legally and financially responsible 
for misdeeds of their children. In 
communities where this has been 
adopted, he said juvenile delin­ 
quency has decreased. 


Colorado U. 
'Greeks' Must 
Desegregate 
BOULDER, Colo, m — Social 
fraternities and sororities at the 
University of Colorado must abol­ 
ish national restrictions on “race, 
color or religion” by Sept. 1, 1962, 
or be placed on probation without 
privileges of rushing or initiating 
new members. 
The school’s board of regents 
adopted the policy after a day­ 
long hearing, despite contentions 
by fraternity representatives that 
it would mean all national organi­ 
zations would withdraw from the 
campus. 
The vote was 4-2. Democratic 
members favored the proposal and 
two Republicans opposed it. 
President Ward Darley, who had 
urged a somewhat similar pro­ 
posal, said about 2,000 of the 9,000 
students at the university . are 
members of social fraternities or 
sororities. There are 24 frater­ 
nities and 16 sororities here, all 
with national affiliations. 
University spokesmen said only 
seven of the fraternities and none 
of the sororities actually have re­ 
strictive clauses in their constitu­ 
tions.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Spring Has Arrived, Also 
Picnic, Forest Fire Seasons 


To<lty when the clock showed 10:21 a.m., 
Spring arrived across the nation. In another 
12 days, April will be here and the outdoor 
season in Marin will be well launched. 


This is the season of the year to which we 
always look forward. Ahead of us are long, 
warm evenings, picnics in the mountains, at 
the beach or by our lakes, camping trips 
with our children, a>nd fishing expeditions 
along the edge of cleatr, quiet waters. 


Yet with the prospect of days in the woods, 
of hiking across our grass covered hills and 
squatting around a campfire, comes a cer­ 
tain uneasiness. 


As we hiked through the woods last year 
we noticed long, blackened spikes which 
once were trees. 
Those grass-covered hills 
were blackened by ashes not many days after 
we had enjoyed their softness and their color. 


Last summer we read about tremendous 


forest fires which raced over thousands of 


acres of brush and timber, burning homes, 


ranches and everything in their paths. 
We 
were shocked, but dismissed them as some­ 
thing that happened to someone else, some­ 
thing that couldn’t happen here. 


We were not only wrong; we were short- 
memoried as well. Take just one example. 
It was just a little over 10 years ago when 
a man-made fire swept out of Carson Canyon 
and over the hill, for three days threatening 
to engulf the town of Stinson Reach. Before 
it was extinguished, 19,000 acres had been 


burned over. 
And that was not the first time the area 
had been hit by fire. In 1924 a similar blaze 
blackened about the same area. The results 
of 1)0 th fires are still visible today (see 
photo). There are still the spear-like trunks 
of the huge trees killed by the fire 32 years 
ago. And brush is just now growing back 
over much of the area which was completely 
denuded by the flames of 10 years ago. 
Today a huge lake, Kent Lake, formed 
behind the new Peters Dam, winds placidly 
up that narrow canyon. 
It is a symbol of 
man's efforts to conserve a natural resource; 
just as the black skeleton trees along its 
banks are symbols of man's carelessness. 
This year as we picnic, motor, walk, or 
camp in the county's numerous spots of 
beauty, we intend to take every precaution 
against starting a destructive fire. We hope 
you will too.

TODAY THE SOUTHERN Sen­ 
ators and Congressmen are rally­ 
ing and leading a crusade de­ 
signed to underm ine the author­ 
ity of the court as the ultim ate 
adjudicator of the Constitution. 
This time it is they who dis­ 
like an opinion of the Supreme 
Court, though it be unanim ous, 
and wish to substitute their a d ­ 
judication of the Constitution for 
th a t of the court itself. 
I t is worth noting th a t the 
Southern m anifesto does not as­ 
sume to deal w ith the principle 
and propriety of racial segrega­ 
tion in the public schools. It fo­ 
cuses its argum ent upon the law 
of the land, the Constitution, and 
asserts th a t the Suprem e C ourt’s 
verdict is invalid and should be 
resisted. 
Let us assume, for purposes of 
the argum ent, th a t the court 
could well be wrrong. It has re­ 
versed itself in the past; it may 
well reverse itself again—and on 
this very issue. B ut when citi­ 
zens or states or Congressmen 
or Presidents are in disagree­ 
m ent as to the m eaning of the 


C onstitution, who is to decide— 
the com plainants or the court? 
Is the nation to take the verdict 
cf 19 Senators or 81 Congress­ 
m en in place of the verdict of the 
Suprem e Court? 
Having seen the Suprem e Court 
rescued from subordination to a 
President, are we now to allow 
the court to be made subordinate 
—by some of its form er rescuers 
to others who dissent from its 
opinion? 
, 


THIS MANIFESTO, like a law­ 
yer’s brief, cites precedent and 
makes legal argum ents to a d ­ 
vance its case. The files of the 
Suprem e Court are rightly filled 
w ith lawyers’ briefs, but are we 
to accept the lawyers’ briefs in 
place of the verdicts of the court? 
T he Senators who drafted the 
m anifesto repudiated the Juris­ 
diction of th e'court on the ques­ 
tion of racial segregation in the 
public schools. B ut they do not 
question, and others who feel as 
they do did not a t the tim e ques­ 
tion, the jurisdiction of the court 
w hen in 1849 it ruled on an as­ 
pect of segregation in the public 
schools and upheld the doctrine 
of “separate and equal” schools. 
If the court was exercising 
proper jurisdiction in finding th a t 
“separate but equal” doctrine was 
compatible w ith the F ourteenth 
Amendment, it is exercising prop­ 
er Jurisdiction in reversing th a t 
finding. We may or may not ap­ 
prove the reversal, b ut it has 
the same sanctity of law as the 
previous ruling unless we are to 
embrace the doctrine th a t we 
need only support the court w hen 
we like w hat it does. 


THERE IS ONE WAY the Su­ 
prem e Court can be legally re­ 
versed by a power outside itself. 
T he m anifesto bespeaks resist­ 
ance to the Suprem e Court deci­ 
sion "by any lawful m eans.” T h at 
is good. T he m anifesto bespeaks 
respect for “change by am end­ 
m ent.” T hat is good. 


SINCE the Suprem e C ourt ha* 
unanim ously ruled th a t racial 
segregation is incom patible w ith 
the Constitution, why shouldn’t 
the 19 Senators and 81 Congress­ 
m en and others who wish, subm it 
an am endm ent stipulating th a t 
“separate but equal” schools are 
compatible w ith the C onstitu­ 
tion? T h at way would lie orderly 
government. T h a t way would lie 
respect for the Suprem e C ourt 
which we cannot expect others to 
obey if we are going to reserve 
for ourselves the right to disobey. 
T h at way would lie “change by 
am endm ent” 
or 
rejection 
of 
change by am endm ent—a lawful 
referendum on the decision of 
the Supreme Court itself.

In case you missed the papers, 
D r. Bob easily beat two other 
established records a t the M arin 
Rod and G un Club’* Sport* Show 
in San Rafael. They were 8 m in­ 
utes, 29% seconds set in 1917 by 
a Frenchm an and 8 mins., 3% 
seconds set last week by Jam es 
R ay Jordan in San Diego. 
K east, who in just short of 11 
m inutes on Sunday became the 
envy of every garbage m an in the 
country, said he could have stayed 
under a t least another 30 seconds. 
“I wasn’t even tired, but I thought 
I passed 11 m inutes and I knew 
my wife was worrying so I came 
up,” he explained. “No, I ’m not 
going to try th a t anymore unless 
I have to defend the record. I t’s 
n o t m uch fun and my wife doesn’t 
go for this sort of stuff,” frowned 
th e father of three children. 
" I should say not,” interrupted 
Bob’s missus, Doris. “I feel like a 
m an whose wife is having her first 
baby w hen he tries th a t!” 
W hy can K east hold hi* breath 
longer th a n you and I? 
“Well,’ he starts out, “there are 
a t least three im portant factors. 
F irst, I have a six-liter lung ca­ 
pacity, 
more 
th a n the 
average 
person. I developed it by doing a 
lot of underw ater swimming—I ’ve 
been a m em ber of the M arin Skin 
D ivers Club since November, 1954. 
(H e’s president.) 
“Other members of the club 
have the same vital capacity, 
but there are other things to 
take into consideration. Second­ 
ly I have an average of 19 to 
20 grams of hemoglobin in my 
blood while the average person 
has 15 grams. In other words 
I’m not anemic—quite the op­ 
posite. This allows me to carry 
more carbon dioxide and 1 can 
hold my breath longer. It’s not 
a matter of needing air that 
makes you breathe, but rather 
the amount of carbon dioxide

For this reason, if it electa to 
stand pat for another reason, 
retaining the buck-only regu­ 
lations, the hue and cry from 
the converted sportsmen would 
be just as loud as that from the 
simon pure buck hunters. 
T he 
reasons 
deer 
should 
be 
m anaged by either sex hunting 
have been recited by biologists 
and game m anagem ent men, over 
and over again. However, a recent 
article by A. Starker Leopold, zoo­ 
logist w ith the University of Cali­ 
fornia. adds some further am m uni­ 
tion. His conclusions, if not entire­ 
ly new, tell the story in a differ­ 
ent way. 
Leopold says th a t deer on a good 
range will have a higher death 
rate th a n those on a poor range. 
On ranges th a t have been im prov­ 
ed by controlled bum s and reseed­ 
ing, up to 60 deer per square mile 
can be supported. 
“The better range is stabilized 
a t a higher density, but since more 
deer are born,’ more m ust die to 
keep the herd a t the lim it imposed 
by the supply of food. Thus on 


the poorer range the annual tu rn ­ 
over rate (the num ber of deaths 
replaced by births) is about 30 per 
100, while on the better range it 
is 40 per cent or more,” Leopold 
says. 
T he percentage of harvest in 
California runs between four and 
nine per cent, which m eans th a t 
more th an 20 per cent of deer on 
poor ranges m ust die from n atu ral 
causes, and more th an 30 per cent 
on good ranges. This is another 
way of stating the argum ent th a t 
C alifornia hunters could harvest 
up to 40 per cent of deer herds 
w ithout endangering the balance 
Translated to the estimated 
population of California deer, 
this would mean between 360.000 
and 480,000 deer could be killed 
each year without doing much 
more than offsetting the normal 
death rate. The kill actually 
amounts to about 75,000 in good 
seasons. 
N aturally, a harvest of 40 per 
cent of the deer population would 
necessitate killing does and fawns, 
Leopold say s. A nother step in good 
m anagem ent would be m ainten­ 
ance of ranges in a condition of 
maximum productivity. He points 
out th a t forage conditions for the 
deer can be improved w ith only 
slight modifications in forestry 
practices and in cattle grazing. 
The D epartm ent has been carry­ 
ing on a lim ited program of b urn­ 
ing and, of course, nature has 
been going even further. T he losses 
in forest fires ran into millions of 
dollars but deer ranges generally 
benefitted.

County as a w inter range for the 
huge herd which sum m ers in Mt.

SAN BRUNO (U.P.)— Paul (Fabu­ 
lous) Fagan, the m an who tried, 
but failed, to convince the W est 
Coast ball club owners they should 
be playing m ajor league baseball, 
still believes he was right.

He was a t the T anforan race­ 
track the other day—completely 
relaxed compared w ith the h a ­ 
rassed m an who owned the San 
Francisco Seals for a num ber of 
years. 


“Guess I w asn’t cut out for th a t 
business,” he smiles. “You have 
to have & thick hide to take all 
the criticism th a t is aimed at a 
club owner. I can laugh at it now 
B ut it was no laughing m atter a 
few years ago.” 


T h at was when the Seals were 
finishing in the second division, 
attendance was dwindling to no th ­ 
ing, and Fagan kept hollering th at 
m ajor league ball should be in the 
two big California cities. 


I t was Fagan’s contention th at 
San Francisco and Los Angeles 
supported m ajor league football, 
m ajor league opera and other top­

NICOSIA, Cyprus (U.R) — Hun­ 
dred* of flag-waving Turkish Cyp­ 
riots swarmed through the streets 
of Nicosia today, smashing Greek 
shop windows and shouting for 
revenge against Greek Cypriote. 
They ran head-on into a toar 
gas barrage by British security

island-wide clashes between Turk­ 
ish and Greek residents. 
The mob, shouting “We want re­ 
venge,” was stirred up by eye­ 
witness reports of a clash between 
Turkish and Greek Cypriots in the 
northern coastal town of Vassilia 
yesterday. 
The reports said 3« persons were 
injured, many of them Turkish 
women and children beaten by 
Greek villager* In retaliation for 
a Turkish «tone-throwing barrage. 
Violence today erupted in Met- 
axai Square after the Turks had 
marched to the Oreek section. 
Windows of at least two Greek- 
owned shops were smashed. Other 
Greek shopowners, obviously an­ 
ticipating the violence, had their 
windows shuttered. 
The mob spotted a Greek photo­ 
grapher taking pictures of the 
demonstration. They beat him to 
the ground and smashed his cam­ 
era.

U.S. Reaction Favorable 


To Disarmament Plan 


LONDON UP) — First American 
reaction appeared 
generally fa­ 
vorable today to a comprehensive 
disarmament plan 
submitted by 
Britain and France.

died by the United States, Can­ 
ada and the Soviet Union. It was 
presented at the opening yester­ 
day of new talks here by the five-

UN. Disarmament sub­ 
committee.

United States had several reserva­ 
tions about the plan,

The Soviet delegation expressed 
no opinion on the British-French 
plan. First Deputy Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei A. Gromyko listened 
and said he needed time for a 
careful study. 
The British-French proposal re­ 
portedly combines 
the most ac­ 
ceptable suggestions presented by 
both the East and West in years 
of negotiations. It sets out to limit 
conventional arms and armies and 
future production of nuclear weap­ 
ons. It also would provide a global 
system of control and inspection. 
Stassen read

Bulganin early this

LONDON (>P> — Former Soviet 
Premier Georgi M. Malenkov says 
the present Kremlin command has 
“cleaned up” Russia and that a 
Stalin dictatorship can never rise 
again in his homeland. 
Malenkov, now Soviet minister of 
power stations, was a dinner guest 
of Labor members of Parliament 
last night and was reported to 
have given his views on the Soviet 
situation in a two-hour question 
and answer period. 
Richard Crossman, one of the 
hosts, told reporters Malenkov "re­ 
peatedly said, ‘We have cleaned 
up Russia.’” 
"He tried to impress on us that 
we need not worry,” Crossman 
said, "that they had stopped dic­ 
tatorship. T hat they had stopped 
the wicked things. 
“He said very, very clearly it 
could not happen again, th at col 
lective government now has been 
firmly established and that dic­ 
tatorship could not return. 
"I cannot say how many of us 
he convinced.” Crossman added, 
"but he certainly tried hard.” 
Sidney Silverman, another La- 
borite who attendecf the dinner, 
said Malenkov told the group, 
“Collective leadership is now estab­ 
lished, along with the right to 
dissent cutridf» the collective lead­ 
ership without being branded a 
traitor to the leadership and party 
and people.”

The attack came amid news­ 
paper reports that Togliatti and 
his aides were having trouble de­ 
ciding how to explain the Stalin 
switch to Italy’s two million Com­ 
munists. 
In a front-page statement in the 
Communist 
newspaper 
L’Unita, 


Togliatti fumed: 
"Every time the Soviet Union 
makes a forward step, every time 
wrong or outmoded policies ar* 
changed . . . the mob of bourgeois 
journals and journalists only know 
how to shout, shriek, fabricate and 
vomit lies, calumnies, vulgarisms 
and coarseness.” 
The independent newspaper II 
Messaggero said the Soviet Com­ 
munist campaign to cut down 
Stalin’s historical stature had cre­ 
ated "an enormous impression” 
among Italy’s rank-and-file Reds.

Teen-agers don’t need stimulants. 
Heavens 
knows they 
get 
high 
enough without them. Nor do they 
need sedatives. 
They can sleep 
without help. But our wilder teen­ 
agers use ’em Just the same. Stim­ 
ulants and sedatives are a serious 
problem in some circles. 
Have you ever seen a “capsule 
party?” I hope not. Usually they 
are small affairs. Two or three cou­ 
ples attend. They take one or two 
barbiturate capsules each. Then 
they bring some alcohol. Their in­ 
toxication lasis ror hours. Often 
they add to the internal confu­ 
sion by taking a stimulant. Usual­ 
ly they use benzedrine. The stim­ 
ulants and the sedatives do not 
cancel each other. They produce 
an insane jag. Anything can hap­ 
pen. 
Doctors used to say modern cap­ 
sule drugs were not dangerous. 
They said “dependencies” might 
develop, but not “additions.” Now 
they’re admitting they were too 
optimistic. It takes a little time, 
but some of the people using them 
can become addicts. When they 
try to stop they have symptoms 
similar to those of true narcotic 
addicts. 
Thirteen and 14-year-old girls 
become prostitutes to get the mon­ 
ey to buy their capsules. Boys be­ 
come thieves. 
Where do they get their stimu­ 


lants and sedatives? 
Sometimes 
from peddlers. 
Sometimes from 
doctors’ offices, or family medicine 
cupboards. 
Sometimes they buy 
them from drug companies. They 
order them by mail. They sign 
their letters as though they were 
doctors. A few of the less respon­ 
sible companies don’t check on the 
authenticity of the signatures. 
You should do two things. First: 
Keep track of your own kids. If 
they’re playing around with stim­ 
ulants and sedatives move in, vio­ 
lently. Don’t let it continue. Sec­ 
ond: Let your representatives in 
Congress know you favor much 
stricter federal laws regarding the 
darned things. Their sale should 
be more carefully controlled.

To Novato Post Office Layout 


Construction is expected to start 
early in April on a new post of­ 
fice building in Novato which is to 
go into operation on July 1, ac­ 
cording to developer Herbert Dohe- 
mann, former long-time San Ra­ 
fael car dealer. 
He said the Post Office Depart­ 
ment has agreed on the building 
location on the east side of First 
street between Vallejo and Olive 
streets, the building layout and the 
lease agreement. 
This was con­ 
firmed 
by 
Novato 
Postmaster 
James Morris. 
Dohemann’s tentative plans and 
general layout were approved re­ 
luctantly y e s t e r d a y by Marin 
County Planning Commission. 
Planners Dr. William Upton and 
Chairman Lloyd Rasmussen both 
expressed regret that the Post Of­ 
fice Department had approved the 
plans, which they said would re­ 
sult in 
“cramped 
parking 
and 
movement of vehicles.” 
However, attorney Roderick Mar- 
tinelli said that the 
Post Office 
Department had an option to lease 
space at the 
rear 
fronting 
on 
Highway 101, and now occupied by 
Ames Ford used car lot. “If ex­ 
pansion becomes necessary, they 
can do it,” he said. 
The new building is to have an 
estimated 6,280 square feet of 
space, triple the 2.088 square feet 
of space in the old building at 
Vallejo and Mason streets. Seven 
street parking spaces are planned 
at the site and eight off-street 
spaces will be provided. 
Exterior style of the new build­ 
ing has not been designed and the 
cost has not been estimated, ac­ 
cording to Dohemann, but he said 
he is asking for contractors’ bids. 
.When the new- office is put into 
operation in July, two letter car­ 
riers will be put on routes for a

Yellow Cab Co. of San Rafael 
wants the city council to order 
meters installed in all taxis in the 
city, but the council decided it 
sees no compelling reason for 
doing so. 
City fathers asked the Yellow 
Cab Co. and its attorney, A. Law­ 
rence Burbank, to present specific 
reasons why the city should force 
all taxi operators to install meters 
Said Councilman John Mclnnis 
“If Yellow Cab wants meters, okay 
Have them go right ahead and put 
them in. But why should we re­ 
quire all to have meters?” Mayor 
Edward Culver and other council 
men agreed that they should avoid 
controlling rates, since they have 
avoided setting rates on other 
services such as garbage collection 
Attorney Burbank pointed out 
that meters have these advan­ 
tages: 
The passenger pays and 
sees that he pays for the distance, 
the operator has a record of all 
fares, and the meter system is 
fairer than the zone method. 
Councilman Fred Jensen was the 
only member of the council who 
said he sees a definite need for 
meters. He said individual drivers 
have abused the fares, and meters 
are a needed protection for pas­ 
sengers. 
But the other four councilmen 
said they see no reason “why we 
should sit up here and tell you 
how to run your business. “With­ 
out more information g i v i n g 
strong reasons in s u p p o r t of 
meters, the councilmen said they 
are not prepared to tell taxi op­ 
erators what to do.

An illustrated newspaper series 
on the history of Marin County, 
beginning with the founding of 
San Rafael Mission Arcangel in 
1817, will be presented in month­ 
ly installments by the Bank of 
San Rafael. The first in the ser­ 
ies appeared on the last page of 
the Independent-Journal yester­ 
day. 
A1 Nieri, public relations officer 
of the bank, and his assistant, Don 
Chapman, conceived the idea as 
a public service to acquaint resi­ 
dents with the historical high­ 
lights of the county since the time 
of Mexican rule. 
The Bank of San Rafael plans 
to cover one topic each month, 
more or less chronologically. “This 
could go on for three years as far 
as I am concerned," said Nieri, 
pointing out that Marin is rich in 
historical 
background 
such 
as 
China Camp, state parks and rec 
reation facilities, Guide Dogs for 
the Blind and countless other 
phases of life and activities. 
The series will gradually bring 
the history of Marin to the cur­ 
rent era, “and then we can cover 
the interesting things that are 
going on today,” Nieri said. 
He is contacting the Marin 
County Historical Society and li 
braries, both public and private 
for authentic information for the 
series. 


“This is Marin County” series 
was 
l a u n c h e d , 
appropriately 
enough, with the San Rafael Mis­ 
sion, from which the county seat 
got its name. An artist's concep 
tion of the mission as it existed 
in 1817 is contrasted with the mis 
sion today, at the intersection of 
Fifth avenue and A street. 
The mission was founded on 
Dec. 14, 1817 by the Franciscan 
Order. Spanish Governor Sola sug­ 
gested transferring a part of the 
San Francisco mission population 
because of the inability of the In­ 
dians to withstand the cold and 
fog of San Francisco. San Rafael 
Mission Arcangel resulted.
